: pepiy ine to your favour of June 15th, the Chalmers 
shilling is simply an electrotype made to solder together 
and, possibly, to deceive. Seme years ago, it was a faire 
iy common practice to make up copies of cur rare Colonials 
by this process. This has no value as anyone ¢an make an 
electrotype. 


~ The. shilling looks to me like a counterfeit of the 
period. It is certainly made of lead or of pewter, and I 
think was cast rather than struck. Whon one stops to think, 
it is a wonder timt we do not see more of these old counter= 
feite than we do. I would consider it simply a curiosity.
